The Senate m e t in reg u lar session at 10 a m., 
P resid en t M ansfield.in th e chair. 
Hull called ; q u o ­ 
ru m p resent. Jo u rn a l of th e last m eetin g read an d 
ap p ro veJ. 
M r. C ua.sk su b m itted a petitio n from th e citizens 
of S an ta B arba-a, req u estin g th e L egislature to pass 
a local option law. 
T h e C om m ittee on C ity an d Town G overnm ents 
rep o rted bills as follows : A. B. 17S, w ith o u t recom ­ 
m en d atio n ; S. B. 20S, also w ith o u t recom m enda­ 
tion. 
T he C om m ittee on C o rporations rep o rted back 
b ills as fo llo w s: S, li. 351, a u tlio r have leave to 
w ithdraw ; S. B. I l l , do n o t pass ; S. B. 151, indefi­ 
n ite p o stp o n e m e n t; S. II. 1(>0, w ith o u t recom m end­ 
atio n ; S. B. 170, a u th o r have leave to w ithdraw ; 
S. B. 134, indefinite p o s tp o n e m e n t; S. Bs. 192 and 
207,w ith o u t recom m endation ; S. Bs. 89 an d 90, also 
w ith o u t recom m endation. 
A m in o rity of th e com m ittee recom m ended th a t 
S. Bs. 333, 334 and 55 do n o t pass. 
T he follow ing bills w :re in troduced : 
By Mr 
II ill— A co n cu rren t resolution ask in g 
C ongress for an ap p ro p riatio n of n o t less th an $200,­ 
000 for th e co n stru ctio n of a break w ater in M onU rey 
bay. 
Com m erce an d N avigation. 
B y Mr. J ohnson (by req u est)—To au th o rize th e 
erectio n of a S u tte r m em orial an d in d u strial e x ­ 
h ib itio n b uilding on th e S tate C ipitol G rounds. 
P u b lic B uildings 
By Mr. Lampson—To ap p ro p riate m oney for th e 
purch ase of tra ils w ith in th e lim its of th e g ra n t of 
th e Y’osem ite vaMey and M ariposa B ig T ree grove, 
a n d to im prove an d preserve th e te rrito ry w ithin 
th e lim its of said g ran t. 
Y osem ite Valley 
By Mr, W kst—'To create th e co unty of O rang», to 
establish th e b oundaries th ereo f and provide for its 
organization. 
C ounty an d Tow nship G overnm ent». 
By Mr. B ak er—To am end an Act crea t ng a Board 
of B ank C om m issioners and prescribing th e ir d u ties 
and pow ers. 
Finance. 
Mr. P ardee asked of th e C hairm an of th e C om ­ 
m itte e on City G overnm ents w h at had becom e of S. 
B. 110, by Mr. G orm an, re l.itirg to a system of city 
gov ern m en ts. 
The bill, he said, was of g reat im ­ 
p o rtan ce and should be acted upon as rapidly as 
¡►ossible. 
Mr. H ittbi.l , th e C hairm an of th e com m ittee, re 
plied th a t th e bill referred to, w ith o th e r bills of 
sim ilar im p o rt, had be-^n purposely held by th e 
com m ittee in o rd er tlia t th ey m ight exam ne th e 
c ity go v ern m en t bill w hich had been in tro d u ced in 
th e Assembl}’ before m aking th e ir rep o rt. 
S enators E nos and R yan en tered th e ir p ro te st 
ag ain st such a proceeding, and requ ested th e C hair 
to enforce R ule 51. 
S. B. 40, to establish a uniform system of county 
g o v ern m en ts (by Mr. W endell), was tak en up. 
A n am en d m en t b y Mr. Dickinson to Section 4221, 
restrictin g th e S h eriffs fees to $250 in p aying over 
m oney on execution o r o th e r process, b u t leaving 
sm aller am ounts, th e p ercentage of com m ission on 
w hich w ould n ot com e to th is figure, to pay a com ­ 
m ission of 1 and 2 p er ce n t., w as lost by a vote of 
21 to 11. 
Mr. J o h n s o n m oved to am end by strik in g o u t 
S ection 4222. 
A dopted. 
H ere th e Senate took th e u su al recess. 


A f t e r n o o n S e s s io n . 
T he C om m ittee on A ppo rtio n m en t recom m ended 
th e ad o p tir>u of a su b stitu te for S. B. 119 
* 
M r. J ohnson m oved th a t th e consideration of th e 
s u b stitu te be m ade th e special o rd er for T hursday 
m o rn in g im m ediately a fte r th e read in g of th e jo u r 
nal. 
T he m otion prevailed by a vote of 24 to 12. 
O n m otion of Mr. W endell th e Senate decided to 
reconsider th e vote by w hich S. B. 250 was lost. 
M r. D ickinson m oved th a t his notice to recon­ 
s id e r th e vote by w hich S. B. 287- was passed be 
m ade th e special order for T h u rsd ay a t 1*2 M. 
T he m otion prevailed. 
Mr. W u»r m oved th a t th e vote by w hich S. B. 
259 had failed to pass be reconsidered. 
C arried. 
T he bill w as lost by a vote of 20 to 17. 
Bills on th e th ird read in g file cam e u p as follows : 
S. B. 272, to eLable th e B oard of S upervisors, 
Tow n Council, Board of A lderm en, o r o th e r legisla­ 
tiv e body of any city o r county, city o r tow n, to ob­ 
ta in d ata an d inform ation from an y corporation, 
com pany o r person supplying w ater to such city and 
co u n ty , city o r tow n, req u irin g such B oards, Town 
C ouncil, or o th er legislative body, to perform th e 
d u ties prescribed by Section 1 of A rticle XIV. of 
th e C o n stitu tio n , an d prescribing pen a’ties for th e 
n on-perform ance of such d u ties (by Mr. D ickinson), 
w as tak en up. 
M r. D ickinson spoke in favor of th e bill. 
. 
Mr. S ears said he was glad th a t the a u th o r was 
p resen t to defend th is p et m easure of his. 
He had 
said th a t th is bill was in tended in its operation to 
fu rn ish d ata by w hich B oards of Supervisors m ig h t 
fix th e rates of w ater. 
H e liad told th e Senate th a t 
th e rates w ere to be fixed according to th e am o u n t 
expended by th e com pany, b u t he failed to tell w hat 
w as th e necessity of th e bill. 
T he sp eak er claim ed 
th a t th e bill was u n co n stitu tio n al an d in ju rio u s in 
its operatio n s, an d would raise th e rates of w ater. 
No c >mp!aint liad com e to th e Senate from any o u t­ 
sid e w ater com pan3, and he did n o t know th a t any 
had com e from San Francisco Bills of th a t ch aracter 
had a tendenc}’ to discourage organization of w ater 
com paate?, an d destrov* th o se now in existence. 
T here w as no en terp rise in the S tate w hich added so 
m uch to th e secu rity of pro p erty as w ater com 
panies. 
They su pplied to m ost tow ns free w a er 
for ex tin g u ish in g fire?, by th a t m eans reducing th e 
ra te s of insurance. 
If dep en d en t upon w ells alone 
tow ns w ould be exposed to conflagrations, b u t a t 
p re s e n t th ey had som e secu rity . 
In stead of dis 
couraging, destro y in g an d in ju rin g w ater com 
par.ies, it should be th e province of th e L egislature 
to encourage and p ro te ct th em . 
W hen th e bill was 
u p fo r co n sideration on Sat unlay its a u th o r hied 
aw ay to th e city. 
Since th e in tro d u ctio n of th e 
b ill th e flactu tious in 
w ater stock 
had been 
considerable. 
T here 
w ere 
m an y p °o r people 
in 
Sail 
F ran cisco 
w ho 
ow ned 
w ater 
stock, 
an d 
th e 
effect 
of 
such 
bills 
was 
to 
try 
to ro b th e poor j»eople of th e inv estm en t w hich th ey 
had m ade and allow th e w ater stock to be g ath ered 
in by th e capitalists, lie did n o t say th a t th e gen tle­ 
m an w ent to Sun Francisco specially for th a t p u r­ 
pose, b u t it was stran g e indeed th a t w hen h ? pet 
m easu re c u n e u p he should fly aw ay to San F ran ­ 
cisco. 
T he sp eaker ad m itted th a t m ost oi th e 
poison w hich at first w as contained in th e b ill had 
been ex tracted from ir. 
B ut still he claim ed th a t 
th e re w as m uch evil hidden in th e bill. 
Com panies 
m u st in tro d u ce m eters in o rd er to fix equal and 
uniform rates. T hey could n o t be fixed otherw ise, l'hc 
sp eak er read from th e C onstitu tio n to show th a t it 
gave all necessary pow ers in th e prem ises to th e 
B oards of S upervisors, an d th e L egislature could 
n o t ta k e th a t pow er from them . 
T he m eters neces­ 
sary u n d er th e proposed bill w ould cost com panies 
m ore th a n 
th e ir 
incom es 
w ould 
am o u n t to 
in f> ur years. 
The cheapest price fo r m eters 
was §25 apiece, and if a fam ily w ere supplied for 
fo u r b its o r a d ollar a m onth it w ould ta k e from tw o 
to fo u r years to receive a revenue from th a t cus­ 
to m er sufficient to < veil u p for th e m eter. 
In one 
iustan ee, after th e in tro d u ctio n of m eters in to San 
F rancisco, a bak er, w ho before bad only paid $10 a 
m o n th form erly, w as com pelled, in accordance w ith 
th e m easurem ents of th e m eter, to pay $210 for the 
w ate r furnished au rin g a single m o n th . 
The m eters 
finally becam e so obnoxious and u n p o p u lar th a t they 
w ere rem oved. 
No p en alty was provided by th e bill 
in th e ev en t o f S u pervisors neglecting to fix rates. 
Mr. H ow ard, th e P resid en t of th e S p rin g Valley 
W ater Com pany, figured u p th e cost of th a t com ­ 
p an y 's w orks a t o ver $19,<X)0,000. 
W ere rates to be 
based on th a t v aluation it w ould double th e w a'er 
rates of S in Francisco. 
U nder th e proposed bill, 
w ater com panies w ould be com pelled to charge ch ar­ 
itab le in stitu tio n s th e sam e rates as w ere charged 
ev ery one else.

featu re was a bad and objectionable one of th e bill. 
All necessary facts could be ascertained by th e Board 
of S upervisors w ith o u t exposing th e p riv ate affairs 
of corporations. 
M r. E nos disclaim ed an y idea of in ju rin g th e 
w ater coni|#anit s. 
All th e req u irem en ts of th e bill 
w ere reasonable, an d could in ju re no one.

w as no such th in g as th e ow nership of w ater. 
T he 
w ate r com pany in San F rancisco had th e rig h t to 
lay dow n pipes. 
It w as a monoi>oly, hav in g th e 
rig h t to d ig u p stree ts and blockade thoroughfares. 
T h u s w ater com panies w ere clothed w ith sovereign 
pow er to ta k e aw ay from th e sovereignty of th e 
people, th ro u g h legislative en actm en t. 
W ater b e­ 
longed to th e people—to m an and b east alik e —and 
he was a w rong-doer and tran sg res o r ag ain st th e 
S tate w ho should u n ju stly in terfere w ith its free and 
onw ard flow. 
M r. W atson th o u g h t th e re was no necessity for 
th e bilL 
T he C o n stitu tio n gave full pow er to th e 
various B oards of S upow isors of th e S tate to reg u ­ 
late th e w ater rates. 
In his tow n th e C ity T ru stees 
had sufficient pow er, and asked fo r no m ore.

THE STATE LIBRARY STRUGGLE. 
Nothing could demonstrate the mis­ 
chievous effects of blind partisanship upon 
public affairs more clearly than the struggle 
which Lae Ven ff°>ng 011 f°r weeks over 
the position of State Librarian. The office 
which isiht hjcct of attack is one which has 
no legitimate connection with politics. It is 
e-ident that it ought to be held by some 
man of positive end undoubted literary 
attainments and culture. Wherever intel­ 
ligent selection governs the bestowal of 
such appointments they have always been 
given to men whose fitness was obvious 
and beyond dispute. The only work of 
any value to the State which a State 
Librarian can accomplish is work of a kind 
utterly hcvond the reach of a mere' poli­ 
tician. The accumulation of hooks at the 
Capitol cao never he much moie than a 
Mind and unguided heaping up of hetcro 
geneous publications, without method, aim 
or use, unless the l/brarian is possessed 
of sound and genuine literary attain­ 
ments. Bat the kind of Snan who alone 
ought to be named or thought of in con­ 
nection with such an office cannot be in­ 
duced to plunge into the ignoble scramble 
of a political contest for the position, and 
the machinery by which the appointment 
is made appears to have been almost 
expressly devised for the exclusion of really 
qualified candidates. 
Wu see partisans 
meeting solemnly in caucus, and heatedly 
•opposing or favoring candidates on the 
ground pi their political preferences. SVe 
see legislators who regard themselves as 
enlightened, excitedly declaring that they 
will not vote for such-and-such a man be­ 
cause they believe him to he a Democrat. 
And in all this hubbub and wrangle of con­ 
flicting claims we perceive no indication of 
even the faintest perception of the require­ 
ments of the < ffice, or any concern what­ 
ever as to the rfeal qualifications or the ap­ 
plicants. The latter may know no more 
af oot books than the average ward politi­ 
cian. 
They may never have enjoyed 
further education than the common schools 
afford. Literature may be a complete 
blank to them. But of such considerations 
legislators take no heed. The one impor­ 
tant question with them is as to the polit­ 
ical affiliations of the candidates. We say 
that this is discreditable, degrading, and a 
Hagrant burlesque upon the intelligent and 
rational transaction of the public business. 
We say that the Legislature does not man­ 
ifest common intelligence in its methods of 
selecting a State Librarian. And we de­ 
liberately affirm that if this outrageous 
system of tilling non-political offices is to 
be kept up, it will be wiser for the State to 
sell off its Library by auction, and aban­ 
don the whole business, than to go any 
further in this direction. 


FERNANDO WOOD. 
Fernando Wood is dead. He was a 
politician of the Boss type, stained with 
corruption, but maintaining his position, as 
many of his fellows have done, by his 
capacity for organizing and holding well in 
hand the baser elements of political life. 
His origin was such as to render it in the 
last degree improbable that he would ever 
essay the role of a reformer, but he did it, 
and he clung to it longer than was to have 
been expected. He was a man* of con-' 
siderable .force of character, a very keen 
partisan, for years the idol of the slums of 
New York, and an efficient party leader in 
Congress, where he sat for half a life­ 
time with a persistence rarely attained by 
a higher class of statesmen. His 'death 
makes no gap which cannot be better filled, 
and his history serves only to mark courses 
of action which ongbt to be avoided. 
The Santa Clara strawberry growers say 
that the prospects for an early crop are 
favorable, and it is likely to be larger than 
last year. 


THE SITUATION REVIEWED. 
The contest over the drainage Act has 
apparently settled down into a stubborn 
fight for and against repeal, bnt it appears 
to us that those who believe that the very 
existence of all property in this valley 
will he endangered by the cessation of all 
remedial works, have not sufficiently con­ 
sidered the situation which must result 
from the repeal of the bill under present 
circumstances. The most serious danger 
of the hour is the lack of alternative propo­ 
sitions. There is, and must be, up to the 
close of the session, a possibility that the 
debris bill will be repealed, and the longer 
action upon it is delayed the greater is the 
danger that in the event of its repeal it 
will be too late to introduce any legislation 
for the protection of the threatened inter­ 
ests. The R ecord-U nio n has throughout 
this contest endeavored to maintain a 
course of action as far as possible calcu- 
culated to serve ail the interests involved. 
It has sought to preserve the farmers with­ 
out destroying the miners. It has labored 
to promote a belief in the wisdom of recog­ 
nizing the principle of community interest. 
It has striven to obtain the greatest good 
for the greatest number in the mo3t econ­ 
omical way. This we still believe to be 
the most statesmanlike course, and that 
which will produce the best results. But 
we see now a danger that, through the 
growth of antagonisms and the exasperating 
effects of mutual defeats and disappoint­ 
ments, the interests which are most 
threatened may be eventually ieft out of 
consideration, and a situation be produced 
of the most hopeless and eisastrons char­ 
acter. 
It is therefore necessary to consider very 
seriously what the position of the .Sacra­ 
mento valley would be if the debris bill 
was repealed and nothing was put in its 
place. In that event we should be worse 
off than before this agitation commenced, 
for it is evident that the heavy rains of the 
present winter have washed down an im­ 
mense quantity of debris into the upper 
channels of the rivers, and that in the ab­ 
sence of any preventive measures this 
must find its way in the course of another 
winter into the lower courses of the 
streams, and may quite possibly destroy 
the navigability of the Sacramento. It 
must further be apparent that if the debris 
hill is repealed, and that is the end of leg­ 
islation, the damage done by the hydraulic 
mines will become greater than ever, and 
there will he no remedy against it but the 
slow and uncertain action of the Courts. 
The first thing to be done, so far as this 
community is concerned, is to protect the 
Sacramento valley, and it must be realized 
now that if the debris bill is repealed, as 
the case stands, that will become impos­ 
sible. 
When military commanders are 
preparing to defend positions, it is cus­ 
tomary for them to construct several lines 
of defense, one behind another, to the end 
that if the enemy should, carry the first 
line there will be a second one to fall back 
upon, and if the second is carried, a third. 
In the present case, however, we have but 
one line of defense, and if that goes we 
are at the mercy of the hydraulic debris 
and the floods. This ¡3 not a eound or safe 
position, and it ought to be amended with­ 
out delay, but so far nothing has been done 
to guard agaiust the worst that can hap­ 
pen. 
There is indeed talk of demanding the 
stoppage of the hydraulic mines, and if the 
debris bill is defeated it may become neces­ 
sary to insist upon that measure. But the 
stoppage of hydraulic mining would not 
make the valley safe as things are, and 
that fact cannot he given too much prom­ 
inence. 
Let us suppose the debris bill 
beaten, and let us suppose that it lias been 
found possible to enact a constitutional bill 
suspending hydraulic mining, or compelling 
the miners to hold back their debris. It 
may be said that such a law w'ould measur­ 
ably provide for- the future, but it ia very 
clear that it w ould afford no adequate se­ 
curity for the present. The one imminent 
danger to-day is the immense mass of 
debris which has long since left the mines, 
which cannot be reached by any law stop­ 
ping hydraulic mining, but which will 
inevitably be washed down into aud over 
the valley if nothing is done to restrain it. 
That is the one vital point which is not 
and cannot be reached by any action, 
either in the Legislature or the Courts, 
sgainst hydraulic miuiug. Perhaps there 
are some who think that if the sending 
down of new debris were stopped the 
rivers would clear themselves in time. 
But there is unfortunately no warrant for 
such a belief. On the contrary, the ten­ 
dency must be to till up and choke the 
river channels more and more every year, 
and in the absence of preventive measures 
the rivers would all be paralyzed long be­ 
fore the debris in sight had been conveyed 
half way to the sea. 
Again, it must be realized that if the 
debris bill is repealed and hydraulic min­ 
ing be stopped, the people of the Sacra­ 
mento valley will have to contend single­ 
handed with this debris. 
They cannot 
then look for help either to the State or to 
the miners. They must tax themselves 
to figlit the common enemy, with the con­ 
sciousness that failure means irremediable 
ruin, and that even success may he pur­ 
chased too dearly. A dispassionate review 
of the situation consequently compels the 
conviction that it is of the first importance 
to desire some alternative measure or 
measures in advance of the final determi­ 
nation of the present struggle in the As­ 
sembly. To postpone action on this until 
the end of the contest, which may be also 
the end of the session, is to imperil every­ 
thing, and nothing can lie clearer than that 
the people of this valley cannot afford to 
take the risk of two more winters without 
remedial action, as they will be forced to 
do if the repeal of the debris bill finds 
them unprepared with some protective 
legislation. 
THE SPEAKER'S RULING. 
The Speaker of the Assembly has again 
been compelled to uudergo an assault upon 
his position that a bill cannot be taken up 
out of its order except under suspension of 
the rules, ordered by a two-thirds vote. 
Considered wholly independent of all the 
outside issues involved in the contest, or 
the desirableness of the end sought to be 
attained by either side, there can be no 
question that as a parliamentary ruling 
the decision of the Speaker is invulnerable. 
Whoever, in the face of the w-ell-settled 
law, and the sound reason for it, holds to 
the contrary, either exposes his ignorancs 
of parliamentary rules and the principles 
upon which they rest, or confesses his 
willingness to wantonly violate the law to 
gain a temporary advantage. 


Two miners, who were prospecting in an 
old tunnel, near Aubnm, recently had a 
curious adventure. While at work in the 
tunnel, which is over 200 feet long, they 
struck an old shaft, thirty or forty feet 
deep, which was filled with water. The 
water rushed out with great force, and 
carried them out of the tunnel, and down a 
hank of thirty feet in hight, bruising them 
badly.

W ashington, February 15th.—Represen­ 
tative Page to-day moved to strike out the 
proviso to the Oakland harb r appropria­ 
tion, in the 11.ver and Harbor bill, on the 
mound that the question of title to the bed 
of the estuary had already been settled to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary of War by the 
elaborate opinion rendered by Attorney- 
General Denvens last summer, which was 
conclusive as to the right of the (Jnited States 
to make the improvement, this being the 
only way the question cculd be settled unless 
the Government should choose to authorize 
some one to bring ¡.uit agaiDst it. The enact­ 
ment of the proviso, he said, would 
simply lead to a repetition of what 
was done last year, and with the 
same result. His motion was defeated by 
only three votes, and he therefore offered an 
amendment making the provi-o applicable to 
all other improvements provided for in the 
bill, on the ground that Oakland harbor 
should not be treaied as au exceptional case. 
This amendment was rejected by seven ma­ 
jority, and the subject was then dropped. 
Page’s main object in offering the first amend­ 
ment was to obtain an opportunity of placing 
the facts upon the record, and he accordingly 
got permission to print the Attorney- 
General’s opinion as a part of his remarks 
for future reference. He ia confident, as 
above intimated, that the enactment of the 
proviso will not delay the use of the appro­ 
priation.

Snow Bloekade liaised. 
Omaha, February 15th.—The snow-block- 
ade has been raised on all the main lines of 
railroads centering here, and trains are mov­ 
ing. Most of the local blanch mads in Ne­ 
braska remain closed, but will be opened 
throughout iu a day or two. The trains all 
got in from Chicago to day, but all were more 
or less behind time. The U. P. train from 
the West to day is eight hours behind time, 
having been delayed by a broken rail. 
Ice in New York Ilarhor. 
N ew York, February 15th.—Ice has agaiu 
become an annoyance and nuisance in the 
harbor aud Fast river. While the fields are 
not as large as a fortnight ago, they are much 
thicker, ar.d no ordinary boats attempt now 
to break their way through-. Pilots generally 
wait an opportunity to go around the large 
floes and slow up as they strike the larger 
cakes. When the wheel strikes the ice it is 
heavy enough to raise the boat and give it a 
rolling motion, the wheel going over instead 
of through the ice. (In Rosevelt street the 
ferryboats are much delayed, and many pas­ 
sengers to-day from Williamsburg took the 
shorter line across to Grand street and rode 
down town on the cars. Boats were unable 
to make more than about one-third of the or­ 
dinary number of trips, and the accumulated 
passengers filled the ferry-house and over­ 
crowded the boats. On the lower ferries of 
Fast river less trouble was experienced, al­ 
though the ice was heavy, much of it being 
two feet thick, with occasional hummocks 
rising two or three feet above the surface of 
the water. 
Another New Kuilrond Project. 
Chicago, Febiuary 15th.—J. W. Morse, 
General Passenger Agent of the Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad, has just returned from New 
York, where he aud other officials of the read 
have been perfecting arrangements for the 
construction of the new line from Granger, 
Utah, a station on the Union Pacific, to 
Baker City, Oregon, where connection is 
made with the Oregon railway, now i j course 
of construction to Portland and other points 
iu Oregon. It is the intention of the Union 
Pacific to get ahead of the Northern Pacific 
in reaching the Oregon points and provide 
for completing a line that, it is claimed, 
will be 300 miles shorter to Portland, Or., 
taking Chicago as the common point, than 
the Northern Pacific. The new lice will 
start from Granger station, and run north­ 
west to a connection with the Utah Northern, 
also controlled by the Union Pacific. The 
Utah Northern might have been used all the 
way from Ogden, but by builJir.g a new line 
from Granger northwest, 250 miles in length, 
the route is shortened 150 miles. In the 
building of this connecting link a tunnel 
2,000 feet long has to be constructed, and 
work on this has already been commenced. 
Work on the new line will he commenced 
at once, and it is expected to be ready for bnsi 
ness to Baker City in one year. While the 
parties were in New York, arrangements 
were also completed for taking control of the 
Kansas Central Railroad. This road runs 
from Feaveuworth west' to Onaga, Potta­ 
watomie county, Kansas. The Union Pacific 
agrees to assume the debt of the line, and will 
at once extend it to Clay Center, where con­ 
nection is made with the Junction’City 
branch of the Kansas Pacific. The principal 
object of the Union Pacific in getting con­ 
trol of this road is to prevent it from falling 
into the hands of rival lines, and to cover 
territory which has as yet no other railroad 
facilities.

Outrage» by Cowboys -Railroad Progress. 
T ucson, February 15th.— Reliable informa­ 
tion has been 'received from the Sau l’edro 
river, below the Sonora lice, that the San 
Simon cowboys aro depredating fearfully 
upon the Mexican stock-raisers in Sonora. 
J. F. Elias, whose lands extend for eighty 
miles along the line, is the greatest sufferer. 
The people are in terror. There are about 
200 of these cattle thieves, rnostlv from Texas, 
aud they are scattered ah 11; rue border iu 
bunds from 10 to 20, and all co-operate. The 
Mexicans are arming then.selves to punish 
these invaders. They will not allow an 
American to cross the line along the 
localities ot these ranches, as they are un­ 
able to distinguish betweeu good and bad 
Americans. They claim that the depreda­ 
tions of the Apaches was not half so de­ 
structive as the work of the cow boys. A 
prominent Mexican rancher arrived in this 
city to-day with a view of purchasing twenty 
stands of arms to defend his property. He 
stated that if something is not done by the 
American Government to prevent these 
American marauders from invading their 
homes, serious complications must very soon 
arise. It appeals that these cattle thieves 
are largely made up of the same bands who 
gave so much trouble on the Rio Grande for 
years past. The cattle men of southeastern 
Arizona are also losing much stock from the 
same source. The Analbes are still hovering 
along the borders of New Mexico and Chi­ 
huahua. A man by the name of McMurry 
was driven from his ranch by a band of about 
thirty last Sunday.

A PERTINENT QUESTION. 


Is the city of Sacram ento in such a finan­ 
cial strait as to justify repudiation ? If there 
is a m ite of offensiveness in the form of the 
question, the substance of it should be closely 
regarded rather than the form. 
Repudiation 
means refusal to pay a debt. 
On the part of 
the debtor it also embraces the idea of dis­ 
owning the obligation. 
To the injured party 
this distinction is a distinction without a dif­ 
ference. 
The term has usually been applied 
to cities, states and nations which refuse to 
pay their debt-', rather than to individuals 
who, in doing the same thing, are simply 
guilty of violating their agreements. 
The 
individual is morally excused when, through 
no fault of his owd, he is unable to pay ; but 
in the case of a large body of people aggre­ 
gated in the entity of a municipal corpora­ 
tion, the benefits and advantages of which 
entity they continually enjoy, the plea of in­ 
ability is inadmissible, because it never, or 
rarely ever, can be true in point of fact. 
H ow is it with Sacramento ? To pay its 
debts, and 
at 
the 
same 
time 
add a 
little more to its flood defenses and im­ 
prove its sanitary condition by more perfect 
drainage requires a little more taxation— 
this and nothing more. 
There is a certain 
amount of surface popularity in the outcry 
for reduced taxation ; but probe a little 
deep>er, aud touch tbe conscience of the peo­ 
ple, touch the pride begotten of an honorable 
fame and the hope of a brilliant future, if 
you would seek a popularity that is solid and 
enduring. 
W hen it is said, as it often has 
been said, th at Sacrumeutans have in times 
p‘Áát, with admirable heroism, conquered fire 
and flood, suffer it not any longer to be asked, 
“ A t whose expense were these victories 
won ?” The American people have acquired 
as much credit in the world by paying the 
erst of putting down the rebellion, as by put­ 
ting the rebellion down. 
1 f it is a question cf ability on the part cf 
the city, let the facts.be examined. 
The city tax in 1880 \va3 spread out as fol­ 
lows : 
General tax, 41 cents ; Fire D epart­ 
ment, 29-cents; school tax, 30 cents; levee 
and drainage, 15 cents : street repair, intersec­ 
tion and sprinkling. 22 cents; police, 17 cents ; 
bond redemption (under A ct of 1872), 24 
cents ; Fowle bond redemption, 12 cents ; L i­ 
brary, 5 cents ; sewer repairs, 5 cents. 
Total, 
$2. 
The general tax of 41 cents constitutes 
the general f u n d ; 55 per cent, of 
this— 
equal to 22 55-100 cents—was placed in the 
sinking fund belonging to the creditors ; the 
remainder, equal to 18 45 100 cents, sufficed 
to pay the salaries of the city iffieers and the 
other demands not payable out of the several 
special tax funds above named. 
To meet the demands of the creditors it re­ 
quires the difference between 22 55-100 cents, 
which was put in their sinking fund, and 55 
cents, which the law required to be put 
therein. 
Cannot this difference be made up 
without an actual increase of taxation '! This 
difference is 32 45 100 cents, or, upon an as­ 
sessment of $10,000,000, the bagatelle of 
$32 500. 
The Fund Commissioners, under the A ct 
of 1872, ask only 10 cents. 
The Fowle bond- 
redemption tax does net require more than 7 
cents. 
The water works being now out of 
debt. 45 per cent, of its net income, equal to 
$18,000, or, in other words, equal to the pro­ 
duct of a tax of 18 cents, is available under 
the law for the uses of the general fund. 
Here, then, upon these three items there is a 
gain fur 1881 upon 1880 of 37 cents—more 
than enough to make up the déficiency men­ 
tioned. 
If the taxes for levee and drainage, 
street repair, intersection and sprinkling and 
sewer repairs, which, in 1880, aggregated 42 
cents, ami other special taxes, are not in­ 
creased, the rate of taxation for 1881 can be 
less than in 18S0 and yet be sufficient to 
meet the legal demands of the creditors. 
The necessities for an iucrease in some of 
these special taxes may, and probably will, 
carry the rate a few cents above the $2 of 
1880.

and also the pass-worJ?, signs, grips and 
other tokens belonging or pertaining in any 
wav to the great mystic fraternal system of 
Masonry. 
Notwithstanding some curiosity m ight have 
been felt on the part of the public to acquire 
this initiation, and learn all the secrets a t the 
reduced and popular price of 25 cents per 
head, the meager gathering composed of a 
few 
men, 
a ■ few 
mere 
women 
and 
fewer boys, assembled a t the appointed 
time, and recognizing

other as 
of

“ household 
of faith,” and a? the 
apostle of anti-M asonry regarded his mission 
as not to call the righteous but sinners to re­ 
pentance, the small assembly waited the 
gathering of the m ultitude—which never 
came. 
M eantime they whiled away the hour in

sharpened his pencil aud waited for the 
pyrotechnic part of the exhibition.

ISrKCIAL DISPATC*** TO TUB RBGORD-UHIOK.J 


Senate. 
Wa BDcgtos, February Ifitb.—'The bill was re­ 
ported back from the Military Committee to place 
Tliomaa C. Crittenden on the retired list, with the 
rank and pay of Brigadier-General. 
The folding bill was taken up. 
Bayard explained the amendments of the Senate 
Finance Committee and advocated the 3J per cent. 
5-20 bonds, and opposed compiling the banks to 
exchange bonds of higher for those 
a lesser rate. 
He said the first section of $300,000,000 in treasury 
notes, payable in ten years, with Government option 
to buy in one year, were provided for a rate not to 
exceed 31 per cent. If the market proved favorable 
there would he nothing to prevent the sale at 3 or 
3£ per cent. These treasury notes are analogous 
in their use to what are termed exchequer bills 
in the English system. Bayard entered into an ex­ 
planation of the methods under whi ;h the bonds 
would be floated giving the items of expense and 
other detail-. He ohjec‘ed to the Government, in 
this tremendous refunding scheme, tieing the hands 
of its agents by limiting the cost to one-eighth of 
one per cent., which was an unprecedently small 
figure. He thought five years would test the wis­ 
dom of the low rate, ami if practical, a still lower 
rate could be made thereafter. 
The amendment of the Finance Committee, au­ 
thorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
tonds not exceeding $400,000,000, was agreed to, 
and it was also recommended that the denomination 
of the bonds be multiples of $50. Voorhees opposed 
the committee's amendment making the rate three 
and one-half instead of three. 
Eaton moved to make the rate three ai d one- 
quarter. 
Williams believed three per cents could be floated, 
and would be snapped up instantly. 
Without action on any of the amendments the 
S nate adjourned. 


House. 
Washington, February 15th.—The desk recently 
occupied by Fernando Wood was drajied in black 
and decorated with a handsome basket «•!* flowers. 
The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
the Kiver and Harbor bill. 
Carlisle was in the chair. 
Ail the amendments offered being rejected, Chit­ 
tenden criticised the manner in which the advocates 
of the bill voted down every amendment offered. 
Updegraff of Iowa offered an amendment, ap­ 
propriating $40,000 for an ice harbor at Dubuque. 
Springer raided a point of order against the amend­ 
ment, and a long, technical, but rather interesting 
discussion ensued, the chief point of controversy be­ 
ing as to the character of the River and Harbor bill, 
whether it should be classed among the general or 
special appropriation bills. 
If among the sj>ecial 
appropriation bills, much greater latitude of amend­ 
ment would be permitted than if classed among the 
general bills, and the question being considered im­ 
portant, the debate ou the point of order was con­ 
tinued at great length. 
The Chair finally decided that the River and Har­ 
bor bill was a special appropriation bill. 
Updegraffs amendment was rejected. 
Clymer offered an amendment appropriating .'40,­ 
000,010 for the improvement of the Kiskimitis and 
Conemaugh rivers, hut when White criticised him 
for trying to ridicule any part of his State, with 
drew the amendment, and offered another for $5,000 
for the improvement of the river front at Washing­ 
ton. Reject-d. 
. Finally, no quorum voting, Ihe committee rose, 
and on the suggestion of Reagan, that a stand be 
made to-night, a call of the House was ordered. 
One hundred and sixty-one were present, but the 
absent members were sent for, and the filibustering 
continued, until finally a recess was taken until 10 
o’clock to-morrow.
